BACKGROUND O}-9 ef. 2500 P 


The Redevelopment Commission and the Board of'Works have entered 
into an intergovernmental agreement whereby the Commission acts as 
the Board's agent for acquisition, relocation, and demolition for 
the Headwaters Flood Control and Park Project. 


The Commission has previously identified and recommended to the 
Board of Works twenty eight (28) parcels of real estate for 
acquisition. The Board of Works, and in turn, the Common Council, 
have accepted and approved those 28 parcels for acquisition. The 
parcels located south of the Three Rivers Ambulance Authority 
facility are needed to relocate the City's Clinton Street parking 
lot, which must make way for the Headwaters project. 


Of those 28 parcels already approved for acquisition, three (3) 
belong to Mr. Dan Turner, the owner of Indiana Textile Company at 
the northwest corner of Barr and Superior streets. A fourth parcel 
also belonging to Mr. Turner, and on which the familiar Indiana 
Textile building itself is located, was initially not identified 
for acquisition. The Redevelopment Commission made a preliminary 
determination not to purchase the property since there were no 
plans to demolish the building, which is of historical and 
architectural interest. 


The owner has since reported, however, that the acquisition of his 
surrounding real estate, leaving him with only the building on the 
street corner, will make him unable to conduct his business at that 
location. The Redevelopment Commission's appraisers have confirmed 
that acquisition of only 3 parcels would have a damaging effect on 
Mr. Turner's business unless the corner parcel were included for 
acquisition. 


On Wednesday, March 9, the Board of Works adopted Resolution 81-30- 
9, accepting and approving the Redevelopment Commission”s 
recommendation to include the remaining Indiana Textile parcel for 
acquisition.
